Bid To End 
Debate Over 
Fortas Due 


Nothing Definite 
Decided; Filibuster 
In ‘Full Bloom’ 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
the 
long-awaited 
filibuster 
against Abe Fortas’ nomination 
as chief justice apparently in 
full bloom, indications are that 
the first moves to shut off de­ 
bate will come Friday. 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield said after the first 
day of head-on debate Wednes­ 
day that nothing definite had 
been decided. 
But other senators said they 
expected Mansfield to try to 
force a showdown by the first of 
next week, setting the stage 
with Friday filing of a petition 
to invoke debate-limiting clo­ 
ture 
Although the Senate leaders 
didn’t label Wednesday’s debate 
a filibuster, there was little 
doubt it was on when Michigan 
Republican Robert P. Griffin, a 
leader of the opposition to Far - 
tas, held the floor for two hours 
and 40 minutes. 
Griffin zeroed in on Fortas’ 
acceptance of a $15,000 fee to 
conduct a university law semi­ 
nar, calling it “dearly wrong in 
principle.” 
The debate so far isn’t direct­ 
ly on Fortas’ nomination to suc­ 
ceed Earl Warren, but on a mo­ 
tion by Mansfield to bring it up 
for debate. 
Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., 
leading the fight for confirma­ 
tion, said that if a filibuster 
against just the preliminary mo­ 
tion cannot be broken “we 
might as well give up.” 
Mansfield said that if a first 
attempt to shut off debate falls 
short of the required two-thirds 
majority of senators voting, it is 
likely that a second cloture peti­ 
tion will be filed, depending on 
how close the first vote is. 
Hart said he was still hopeful 
that opponents would let the mo­ 
tion to take up Fortas' nomina­ 
tion come to a vote rather than 
filibuster against it. 
In the opening debate, Mans­ 
field called Fortas eminently 
qualified for elevation to chief 
justice but he did criticize hun 
for taking the $15,000 for lectur­ 
ing once a week at a nine-week 
summer law seminar at Ameri­ 
can University here this sum­ 
mer. 
The $15,000 was paid out of 
$30,000 in tax-deductible dona­ 
tions for the seminar solicited 
by a former law partner of For­ 
tas from five business execu­ 
tives.

ST. culvert, the run’s bed dis­ 
closed an old auto tire, a re­ 
frigerator door, cans, broken 
glass and discarded p a p e r . 
Workers in the Community 
Resources Center, in a build­ 
ing that abuts directly on the 
banks of the run, said their 
office has not been invaded 
yet by a flood. But one re­ 
called that 1st Ave. was flood­ 
ed by an overflow of the run 
last spring. 
The run is only a trickle 
where it flows across Central 
Ave., about midway between 
Pennsylvania Ave and Hark­ 
er Ave.

WA S H I N G T O N — Former Gov ernor 
George Wallace h as finally cleared th e air 
as far as th e 1968 p residential camp aign is 
concerned. Th e main issue is, “If y ou were 
p resident of th e United 
States, would y ou m* would 
y ou not driv e ov er some­ 
one wh o lies in front of 
y our car?” 
Wallace h as been getting 
h is biggest band wh en h e 
say s, “Th e first anarch ist 
wh o lies down in frimt of 
my autimiobile wh en I be 
come p resident, th at’s th e 
last automobile h e’ll ev er 
art Bnchwaid 
want to lie down in front of.” 
Th is remark h as led many Americans to 
believ e th at if Wallace is elected h e will call 
h is administration th e “h it-and-run society .” 
It’s interesting to note th at neith er Vice 
President Hump h rey nor Rich ard Nix wi 
h av e indicated wh ere th ey stand on running 
ov er p eop le, Th is h as come as a big disap ­ 
p ointment to th ose of us wh o are concerned 
with th e issue of “law and order.” 


p oint out th at it’s v ery difficult, with traffic 
th e way it is today , to know wh o is an an­ 
arch ist and wh o isn’t; and it’s quite p ossible 
th ait an innocent p erson could be squish ed to 
death before President Wallace realized h is 
mistake.

Some observ ers are worried, th ough , th at 
Wallace will not be content just to run ov er 
anarch ists. He h as said In h is sp eech es th at 
If h e is elected h e’s going to p ut th e Su­ 
p reme Court justices in th eir p lace. 


THE NIXON PEOPLE h av e h inted th at 
running ov er anarch ists is a local matter 
and sh ould be decided by tiie p eop le in each 
community . Th e Hump h rey p eop le, on th e 
oth er h and, feel th e federal gov ernment 
sh ould decide wh o sh ould and sh ould not be 
run ov er by th e p resident of th e United 
States. 
But neith er th e Rep ublican nor Democratic 
candidates will take a p ublic stand on th is 
p ressing issue, and Wallace is tiierefore at­ 
tracting ev ery bad driv er in th e country to 
h is cause. 
Th ere h as been some grumbling among 
constitutional ex p als th at driv ing ov er an­ 
arch ists is not a p residential function. Th ey

Th e dissident Students for a Democratic So­ 
ciety (SDS) claims Cordier worked with th e 
Ontral Intefligence Agency wh en h e was an of­ 
ficial at th e United Nations and wh « i h e was 
dean of Columbia’s Sch ool of International Af­ 
fairs. Cordier is filling in after th e resignaticm 
in August of Dr. Gray son Kirk. 
Dr. Cordier announced Sep t. 11 th at h e would 
ch ange from susp ension to censure th e p enalty 
imp osed on 42 students inv olv ed in last inning’s 
rebellion at Columbia. Ev en so, Sep t. 18 about 
500 militant univ ersity students inv aded a cam­ 
p us building to h old an international rev olution­ 
ary assembly . 


Wh ile Dr. Cordier runs a th reatened adminis­ 
tration at Columbia — h e h as ruled out consid­ 
eration for p ermanent p resident — Dr. Kirk 
continues to work toward a $200 million goal for 
Columbia’s future. 
He said in h is letter of resignation, “Th e 
camp us ev ents of th e p ast few month s h av e 
made it imp ossible for me to dev ote as much 
lime to th e camp aign as would h av e been desir­ 
able.” Th e univ ersity already h as raised more 
th an $91.4 million.

Europeans are frankly nervous about Soviet 
Intentions toward Yugoslavia, 
Romania and 
West Germany. 
Vitriolic press attacks on West Germany have 
increased and the Russians have made a point 
of stating they feel they have a right, under 
U.N. charter clauses, to intervene at any time 
in West Germany. 


THE UNITED STATES and other NATO na­ 
tions have countered Soviet threats with state­ 
ments of support for West Germany. 
The staunch position of West German allies 
makes it unlikely the Soviet Union would be 
foolish enough to launch an invasion. 
But should the Russians misinterpret the 
American desire for peace as a license to exer­ 
cise Soviet will in West Germany, it would be a 
sad mistake. 
Neither President Johnson nor any new presi­ 
dent would refuse to aid West Germany to 


whatever extent necessary to thwart Russian 
aggression. 
It is sobering to think that a Soviet Union 
miscalculation could plunge the world into a 
war one step away from nuclear holocaust. 
The United States plans to remain firm in its 
defense of West Germany. The U. S. commit­ 
ment to West Germany was outlined by Presi­ 
dent Kennedy in 1963 when he told a German 
audience: “ So long as our presence is desired 
and required, our forces and commitments will 
remain. For your safety is our safety, your lib­ 
erty is our liberty and any attack on your soil 
is an attack on our soil . . . our fortunes are 
one.” 


THE COMMITMENT has not changed. Presi­ 
dent Johnson has made it plain in recent state­ 
ments. 
The message to the Soviet Union is clear: 
The United States will defend West Germany. 
The world is hoping the Soviet Union is wise 
enough to detect the sincerity of the American 
position.

New Tse For Swampland: 


Anyone who has flown in and out of Miami 
International 
Airport knows that something 
needed to be done to relieve the air traffic 
congestion. The busy port simply has more 
“business” than it can handle properly with its 
present facilities. 
Consequently it makes sense that a huge new 
jetport is under construction to relieve the pres­ 
sure on the present airport. 
The new facility is being constructed on 38 
square miles of swampland rn the Everglades. 


A SPOKESMAN for Air Transport Association 
said the airport site “seems the least likely 
place in the w’orld for such a development but 
. . . it's likely to becrime the finest in the world.” 
Florida has vast areas of swampland which 
seemingly have little value other than to prov­ 
ide living space for rabbits, snakes and mosqui­ 
toes. Draining these lands and establishing a 
modem jetport makes sense and should re­ 


dound to the benefit of the state of Florida and 
the country as a whole. 
Noise certainly will be no problem, at least 
for years to come. Neither will there be a safe­ 
ty hazard as far as neighboring residential 
areas are concerned for the only swamp dwell­ 
ers are a few Indians, who will move out of the 
way of the airport, and the swamp animals. 
Conservationists should not be too disturbed 
for Everglades National Park lies to the south 
of the jetport site and will not be touched. 


MIAMI IS FORTUNATE to have adequate 
and suitable land available for use In the reso­ 
lution of rte air traffic problem. If its use of 
swampland proves successful, it might be a 
partial answer for many other cities facing the 
same problem. 
There are both swamplands and other waste­ 
lands near many of our major cities which con­ 
ceivably could be reclaimed and developed as 
the sites for new jetports.

A Driving Issue

W A S H I N G T O N — Former Governor 
George Wallace has finally cleared the air 
as far as the 1968 presidential campaign is 
concerned The main issue is, “If you were 
president 
of 
the 
United 
States, would you or would 
you not drive over some­ 
one who lies in front of 
your car?” 
Wallace has been getting 
his biggest hand when he 
says, “The first anarchist 
who lies down in front of 
my automobile when I be­ 
come president, that's the 
last automobile he’ll ever 
want to He down in front of ” 
This remark has led many Americans to 
believe that if Wallace is elected he will call 
his administration the “hit-and-run society.” 
It's interesting to note that neither Vice 
President Humphrey nor 
Richard 
Nixon 
have indicated where they stand on running 
over people. This has come as a big disap­ 
pointment to those of us who are concerned 
with the issue of “law and order.” 


THE NIXON PEOPLE have hinted that 
running over anarchists is a local matter 
and should be decided by the people In each 
community The Humphrey people, on the 
other hand, feel the federal government 
should decide who should and should not be 
run over by' the president of the United 
States. 
But neither the Republican nor Democratic 
candidates w ll take a public stand on thus 
pressing issue, and Wallace is therefore at­ 
tracting every bad driver in the country to 
his cause 
There has been some grumbling among 
constitutional experts that driving over an­ 
archists is not a presidential function. They 


point out that it’s very' difficult, with traffic 
the way it is today, to know who is an an­ 
archist and who isn’t; and it’s quite possible 
that an innocent person could be squished to 
death before President Wallace realized his 
mistake. 


FURTHERMORE, these experts say, even ^ 
if Wallace only killed anarchists, some presi- | 
dent in the future might not be so discrimi- | 
nating, and could use his power to run over i 
whomever he pleased 
But 
Wallace 
supporters 
have 
rejected ^ 
these criticisms as pseudointellectual, left- | 
wing press propaganda. They point out that 
there is nothing in the Constitution to pre­ 
vent the president of the United States from 
hitting whomever gets in the way of his car. 
Resides, they say, there will never be any 
respect for the office of the presidency' until 
a few anarchists feel the full weight of a 
White House limousine. 
Some observers are worried, though, that 
Wallace will not be content just to run over 
anarchists He has said in his speeches that 
if he is elected he’s going to put the Su­ 
preme Court justices in their place. 


THIS 
COULD MEAN any number of 
things. He could cut down the power of the 
court, he could draft all the justices into the 
Army or he could drive up to the Supreme 
Court building at recess and see how many 
Supreme Court justices he could knock down 
with his bumper.

June regardless of who is presi­ 
dent. 
Rep. Melvin R. Laird, R-Wis., 
who is traveling with Republi­ 
can presidential candidate Rich­ 
ard M. Nix(m, said in Seattle 
Tuesday that by June 1969 “we 
are lik ely” to have fewer troops 
in the war unless the situation 
deteriorates. 
In issuing his rebuttal, Clif­ 
ford cited testimony he gave 
Sept. 10 before the House de­ 
fense appropriations subcom­ 
mittee, of which Laird is a 
menfoer. 
In the previously secret testi­ 
mony, Oaffonl said there were 
no plans to rediue the troops in 
Vietnam at all, that he was un- 
wUlijig to give any specific time 
when troops might be hrouj^

Commassion also failed to show 
atty clerical errore. 
But Gardner did not com- 
ptotriy rule out the possibility 
that the discrepancy mi^it be 
the result of an enror. He said 
it could come to light at the end 
(rf the month when routine au- 
are made by the treasurer, 
finance and auditor depart­ 
ments. 
Gardner said lie detector tests 
administered by the Ohio High- 
way Paliroi have 
em­ 


ployes of the Treasurer’s De­ 
partment of any involvement to 
the shortage.

The shortage was from re­ 
ceipts tak en in during the last 
two days of the fair, Sunday, 
Sept. 1, and Labor Day, Mon­ 
day, Sept. 2, Gardner aaid. 
He said it is possible the 
money could have cKsappeared 
before it reached the fair’s 
cashier’s office, although re­ 
ceipts show the $10,588 was de­ 
livered to the office.
